Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for the same reasons as set forth in the Final 
office action. Applicants' further urging on the difference in the use of the claimed treatment container vs. the centrifugal device of Kawajiri 
et al. is also noted. It is considered the centrifugal device disclosed by the reference functions the same as the claimed treatment 
container, which involves revolving and rocking of the catalytic materials inside of the device at the same time as well. Furthermore, 
applicants' urging is not found persuasive because applicants did not provide a reason as to how the use of the claimed treatment 
container would produce a catalyst different than the catalyst produce by using the centrifugal device of the reference. There is no 
catalytic properties being claimed or comparative data provided for such comparison. 
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
